GERALD H. PHIPPS 
Chairman of the Board 


For Gerald H. Phipps, it has been a gratifying 30 years on the 
Rocky Mountain Sports scene. But without question, 1977 was 
the most satisfying of them all 

Under the guidance of Phipps and his brother, Allan, the 
Denver Broncos have taken off from their less-than-auspicious 
beginnings in the old American Football League to become one 
‘cof the most stable franchises in the National Football League, 
and, at last, a Super Bowl team. With the success of the 
Broncos illustrating Denver's willingness and ability to support 
an NFL team, the doors were opened for major league teams in 
other sports to set up shop in the Mile High City. 

In 1961, one year after professional football arrived in Denver 
with an AFL franchise, Phipps became a major owner and 
assumed duties as Chairman of the Board of Rocky Mountain 
Empire Sports, Inc. Four years later, he and his brother became 
virtually the sole owners of the club. 

Phipps’ involvement in the Denver sports world began in 1947 
when he became part of the organization that brought the Bears 
to Denver as members of baseball's old Western League. In the 
years immediately following the move, the Bears set minor league 
attendance records that stood unchallenged for many years. 

Born March 4, 1915, in Denver to Lawrence C. and Margaret 
Rogers Phipps, he received his bachelor's degree from Williams 
College in 1936. He then went to work for the Denver & Rio 
Grande Western Railroad until he entered the Navy in May, 1942. 

Following his separation from the service in 1945, he was 
employed by a general contracting firm in Denver until 1952, 
when he formed his present company, Gerald H. Phipps, Inc. In 
1958, he was elected vice president and treasurer of California 
Electric Power Co. and when that company merged with 
Southern California Edison in 1963, he was named a director of 
the latter. 

He is a past president of the Associated Building Contractors 
of Colorado, Inc., a director and member of the Executive 
Committee of the First National Bank of Denver, and a director of 
the First National Bancorporation, Rio Grande Industries and the 
Denver & Rio Grande Western Railroad. He is a trustee of the 
Colorado College and, in November, will complete a two-year 
term as president of the Colorado Safety Association 

Phipps, 63, is a member of the Denver Country Club, the 
Denver Athletic Club, Denver Club, Cherry Hills Country Club, 
Rolling Hills Country Club, Broadmoor Golf Club of Colorado 
Springs, and the Williams Club of New York 

Phipps was married in New York City on September 24, 1937, 
to the former Janet Alice Smith. They have three daughters and 
eight grandchildren. 


ALLAN R. PHIPPS 
President 


Allan R. Phipps, President of Rocky Mountain Empire Sports, 
has been an active member of the Denver sports and cultural 
community for many years. 

Phipps, 65, a partner in the Denver law firm of Hughes & 
Dorsey, has been active in key non-candidate roles in the 
Republican party, including a stint as chairman of the GOP State 


Finance Committee. He also serves on the governing boards of 
numerous organizations. 

He received his bachelor’s degree from Williams College in 
1934, where he was a member of the tennis andswimming teams. 
He went on to receive a degree in jurisprudence from Oxford 
University in England in 1936 and a law degree from Denver 
University in 1937. 

‘Amember of Phi Beta Kappa, he was admitted to the Colorado 
Bar in 1938. He interrupted his Jaw career to serve in the US. 
Naval Reserve in World War I| as a lieutenant commander in the 
Pacific Theater. He joined Hughes & Dorsey in 1946. 

His posts include those of President of the Denver Museum of 
Natural History and Trustee of the University of Denver, of the 
Denver Museum of Natural History, of the Denver Symphony 
Society, of the Graland Country Day School, of the George W 
Clayton College and of the Center for Creative Living 

Phipps was Alumni Trustee of Williams College and is a 
member of the Board of Trustees of the Winter Park Recreational 
Association and of the Board of Managers of St. Luke's Hospital 
in Denver 

He is a director of Cherry Creek National Bank, South Denver 
National Bank, Van Schack Corporation and Grassy Creek Coal 
Company 

He is married to the former Clara Mitchell Van Schaack, and 
has two sons, a daughter and six grandchildren 


JIM BURRIS 
Vice President 


Jim Burris is in his 14th year as Vice President of the Board of 
Directors of Rocky Mountain Empire Sports, serving as General 
Manager of the Denver Bears baseball team since 1965 and also 
putting in some duty in the same post for the Broncos in 1966 
and 1967 

During his tenure with the Bears, the club has won five 
divisional titles and three league crowns, while consistently 
ranking among the leaders in minor league baseball attendance. 
Burris was voted the American Association Executive of the Year 
in 1971, 1976 and 1977 

He is a former president of the American Association (1961 
and 1962) and of the Texas league (1964) and also served as a 
special assistant to Baseball Commissioner Ford Frick in 1963. 


RICHARD KITCHEN 
Secretary 


Secretary of the Board Richard S. Kitchen, Sr. is one of those 
people who believes in maximum effort and performance and 
backs it up with his own life style. 

He received his B.A. from Yale University, where he was a 
regional scholar, and subsequently graduated cum laude from 
the University of Denver College of Law in 1948. 

He was a Marine assault platoon leader in World War Il and 
served as a company commander with the Marines in Korea 

‘A native of Loveland, Kitchen earned nine letters in his high 
school career and was the starting quarterback for the football 
team. 

Kitchen has practiced law in Colorado since 1949, joining the 
law firm of Hughes and Dorsey in 1964. 

He is Chairman of the Board of the First of Bear Valley Bank, 
and is a past or current officer or director of numerous profes- 
sional and service organizations. 

Kitchen has eight children —Lesley, 29; Lynn, 27; Richard, Jr., 
48; Valerie, 17; Susan, 15; Lisa, 8; Nicole, 7; and John, 5, He and 
his wife, Elfi, live in Bow Mar. 


GENERAL MANAGER 


FRED GEHRKE 
General Manager 


Fred Gehrke was named vice president of Rocky Mountain 
Empire Sports and general manager of the Denver Broncos on 
December 18, 1976. From that day forward, a lot of good things 
happened to the Broncos 

Gehrke's first bold move was to seek outa longtime friend and 
veteran NFL assistant coach, Red Miller, and give him his first 
head coaching job. Then, along with Miller, Gehrke engineered 
the trades that brought Craig Morton, Bernard Jackson, Mike 
Montler, and Andy Maurer to Denver. 

And, most importantly, through the course of the season 
Gehrke provided the leadership and direction which helped get 
the Broncos into the playoffs for the first time in their history, and 
then into the Super Bow! 

Gehrke's move to general manager marked the first time in a 
decade that the Broncos had split the duties of general manager 
and head coach, a dual role assumed by Lou Saban from 1967 to 
1971 and by John Ralston from 1972 through 1976. 

‘A member of the Broncos staff since 1965, Gehrke came to the 
club as director of player personnel and also served as assistant 
general manager from 1973 until becoming general manager. 

In 1972, he was the first recipient of the Daniel F. Reeves 
Memorial Pioneer award from the Pro Football Hall of Fame for 
innovative off-field contribution to the game. It was Gehrke who, 
as a player for the Los Angeles Rams in 1948, created the first 
helmet emblem in the NFL—the horns on the Rams’ helmets. 

His creativity is also, manifested in the Broncos’ 1977 AFC 
Championship ring, a collaboration by him and Josten’s Jewelry. 

‘A native of Salt Lake City, Gehrke was an outstanding scholar- 
athlete at Utah in his college days. In addition to football, he was 
the conference record holder in the javelin and also the confer- 
ence diving champion for three years. 

He began his professional playing career with the Cleveland 
Rams in 1940. “Frozen” in his wartime defense job during World 
War |l—he was a technical illustrator for Northrup Aircraft 
Corporation in Los Angeles—he stayed on the west coast from 
1941 through 1945 and played forthe Los Angeles Bulldogs in the 
Pacific Coast League. 

He returned to Cleveland where he wasan All-Pro halfback for 
the World Champion Rams in 1945, and was a player-coach for 
the Rams in 1948 and 1949, then in Los Angeles. He retired as a 
player in 1950 
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He ended his 24-year association with Northrup in 1963, when 
he became the general manager of the May Co. departmentstore 
in the world’s largest shopping center, Topanga Plaza, in Los 
Angeles until he joined the Broncos 

After his retirement as an active player, Gehrke did color 
commentary with Tom Harmon on radio and television football 
broadcasts for 13 years. 

Gehrke, 60, has five children —four daughers and ason—and 
lives with his wife, Jean, in Arvada. 


RED MILLER 
Head Coach 


After 17 years in the pro football assistant coaching ranks, 
Robert (Red) Miller took full advantage of his first opportunity as 
a head coach, making perhaps the biggest impression on the 
game of any first-year coach in NFL history. 

Miller, 50, became the eighth head coach in Broncos’ history 
in February of 1977. The rest is history 

Even though Miller took over a team which was coming off a 
best-ever season of 9-5, it was a team that had enjoyed but three 
winning seasons in 17, and a team that had never participated in 
post-season play of any kind 

Miller's first season in Denver resulted ina 12-2 regularseason 
mark, tied with Dallas as the best record in the National Football

League. That was followed by wins over Pittsburgh and Oakland, 
winners of the two previous Super Bowls, in the playoffs 
Although Dallas put an unhappy ending on this Cinderella Story 
in Super Bow! XII, the 1977 Broncos did finish with the division 
title as well as the American Conference Championship, and 
became only the 11th team in the 28-team league to appear ina 
Super Bow! game. 

Miller's efforts did not go unnoticed, as a lot of people shared 
a common opinion. Results of various polls were unanimous — 
Associated Press, United Press International, Sporting News, 
Washington Touchdown Club, Football Digest, Kansas City 101 
Club, Columbus (Ohio) Touchdown Club, and Pro Football 
Weekly all honored Robert (Red) Miller as 1977 NFL Coach of the 
Year. 

‘A native of Macomb, Ill., Miller was a standout guard and 
linebacker at Western Illinois where he was named the team’s 
MVP for three consecutive years. He spent nine years in the high 
school and college coaching ranks before joining Lou Saban's 
staff with the Boston Patriots in 1960, and went with Saban to 
Buffalo in 1962 

The seasons of 1963-64-65 were spent as offensive line coach 
with the Denver Broncos before moving on to St. Louis where he 
developed five Pro Bow! offensive linemen, including guard Ken 
Gray, who now serves as Miller's offensive line coach 

From St. Louis, Miller moved to a similar job with the Baltimore 
Colts before joining Chuck Fairbanks’ staff at New England when 
Fairbanks took over the Patriots program in 1973. Miller was 
elevated to the offensive coordinator position and the Pats 
offense improved dramatically through the 1976 season when 
their 2,957 yards rushing went into the books as the fifth highest 
rushing total of any team in NFL history. 

Known as a “players' coach,” Miller dazzled his new squad last 
summer at the traditional rookie show with his talents as a ragtime 
pianist 

Miller and his wife, Nancy, have two children, Lana will 
graduate in December from Colorado State University, with a 
major in speech and communications. Steve is a law student at 
Washburn University in Topeka, Kansas.

From 1969 through 1972, Braden was the head coach at 
United States International University in San Diego. compiling a 
26-12-1 mark and turning out three All-Americans. In 1967 and 
1968 he was the head coach at Northeast Missouri State. 

A graduate of Southwest Missouri State. Marv and his wife, 
Becky, have one daughter, Janice, 17 


JOE COLLIER 


Defensive Coordinator 


A long-time coaching associate of 
Red Miller, defensive coordinator Joe 
Collier, 46, is the mastermind of the 
Broncos’ outstanding defensive unit 
The senior member of the staff, Collier 
begins his tenth season with Denverin | 
1978 VW 

Collier and Miller were on Lou 
Saban’s staff at Western Illinois in 
1957-58-59, then made the move with 
Saban to the Boston Patriots of the 
‘American Football League in 1960-61, and on to Buffalo in 1962. 

While Miller moved to Denver, Joe remained at Buffalo and 
served as head coach of the Bills in 1966-67-68. He rejoined 
Saban’s staff with the Broncos in 1969. 

Collier was an All-Big Ten selection as an end during his 
college days at Northwestern, and played in the Senior Bowl and 
the East-West Shrine game. Drafted by the New York Giants, he 
chose instead to spend the next two years in the Army, after which 
he joined the staff at Western Illinois.

KEN GRAY 
Offensive Line 


A Red Miller protege during his 
playing days, former All-Pro guard 
Ken Gray handles the Broncos’ 
offensive line. 

Gray, 41, played in five Pro 
Bowls during the 1960's while a 
member of the St. Louis Cardinals, 
where Red Miller served as his 
offensive line coach. He spent his 
final season of his 13-year career 
with the Houston Oilers in 1970, 
where he was a teammate of Bronco center Bobby Maples. 

Gray is a graduate of Howard Payne, where he earned four 
letters as both an offensive and defensive tackle and was voted 
into the NAIA Hall of Fame.

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STAN JONES 
Defensive Line 


One of the leading linemen in the 
National Football League in his 
playing days, Jones is on his sec- 
ond tour of duty with the Broncos. 

Jones, 46, had served on the 
Bronco staff under Lou Saban from 
1967 to 1971, and spent the next 
four years with Saban in Buffalo. He 
rejoined the Broncos in 1976 and 
was retained by Head Coach Red 
Miller for 1977. 

Jones was an All-American tackle at Maryland in 1953 and was 
named the nation’s Lineman of the Year. In 1977, he was named to 
the ACC's 25-year All-Star team. He was recently honored by the 
Maryland Alumni Association as Man of the Year, and is a 
member of Pennsylvania's Sports Hall of Fame. 

He played 12 years with the Chicago Bears and one with the 
Washington Redskins, gaining All-Pro honors as an offensive 
guard four years and appearing in seven Pro Bowls.

RICHIE McCABE 
Defensive Backs 


A veteran professional coach 
and a former American Football 
League All-Star, Richie McCabe 
joins the Broncos staff in 1978 to 
coach the defensive backs. 

In 1977, McCabe was the defen- 
sive coordinator for the Buffalo 
Bills, where his pro coaching career 
had begun in 1966. He was on the 
Oakland Raiders staff in 1969 and 
1970, before moving to Cleveland 
for a five-year stint. He rejoined the Bills in 1976. 

He was a 22nd round draft choice for the Pittsburgh Steelers in 
1955, and played four years with the Steelers and one with the 
Washington Redskins, He joined the Bills in 1960, when he was 
named to the All-Star team 

He is a native of Pittsburgh, where he was a two-way starter for 
the Pitt Panthers. McCabe, 44, and his wife, Judith, have two 
daughters: Kelly, 8, and Erin, 3. 


Rules Changes for 1978 


1. Clarified pass blocking rule interpretation to permit ex- 
tended arms and open hands. 

2. Permitted defenders to maintain contact on receivers ina 
five-yard zone beyond the line of scrimmage. but restricted their 
contact on receivers beyond that point 

3. Reduced 15 yard penalties to 10 yards for all fouls except 
those involving unnecessary roughness. unsportsmanlike con- 
duct, personal fouls. disqualification or palpably unfair acts 

4. Whenever the ball is carried across the line of scrimmage, no 
legal forward pass can be thrown 

5, Clarified the unsportsmanlike conduct rule to include fla- 
grant forms of taunting or baiting by players towards opponents 
as violations at any time during the game

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BABE PARILLI 
Quarterbacks 


Quarterback Coach Vito (Babe) 
Parilli, one of the all-time greats of 
the American Football League, was 
the architect of Craig Morton's 
comeback success and is also 
charged with the development of 
Craig Penrose and Norris Weese 

Parilli, 47, has spent 21 years in 
professional football, 16 as a player 
in a career with six teams in three 
leagues 

He passed for 22,681 yards and 178 touchdowns as a pro, and 
was the AFL's Most Valuable Player in 1964 with the Boston 
Patriots. One of 19 players to play in the AFL all ten years of its 
existence, he played for Red Miller at Boston in 1961 

A native of Rochester, Pa., Parilli was the first All-American at 
the University of Kentucky in 1950 and 1951, leading Coach Bear 
Bryant's teams to victories in the Sugar Bowl and Cotton Bowl. 

He spent two years in the World Football League; 1974 as head 
coach of the New York Stars and 1975 as general manager and 
head coach of the Chicago Winds.

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THE 1978 OUTLOOK 


There were alot of "firsts" accomplished by the 1977 Denver 
Broncos as Robert (Red) Miller and his staff put together a 
championship squad in their initial season in Denver. The most 
encouraging fact is that the Broncos are still a young ball club 
which should get better as it goes along 

“When last season started,” comments Miller, “two of our main 
goals were to earn the respect of the other teams in the National 
Football League, and to earn the respect of the fans. We thought 
we could do both with an aggressive, hard-hitting style of football 
and become a team that would get stronger during the course of 
each game so that we could prevail in that all-important fourth 
quarter. We feel those goals were accomplished.” 

Miller continued, “The Super Bowl is obviously the goal of all 
28 teams in the National Football League, and to have the Denver 
Broncos in that game in its first venture into the NFL's post- 
season playoff picture was a most rewarding experience for our 
squad and our fans 

“Whether or not we are quite ready to take our place as a 
dominant force in the annual Super Bowl race is still to be seen, 
but if not, we're very close.” 

In looking at the 1978 season, the Broncos obviously don't 
need a lot of help from a personnel standpoint, although Miller 
and General Manager Fred Gehrke are always interested in 
upgrading personnel. This was evidenced last year when five 
draft choices were traded in deals that brought Craig Morton 
Mike Montler, Bernard Jackson, Andy Maurer and Jim Jensen to 
the Broncos—all key figures in the AFC championship season, 
four of them Super Bow! XII starters. 

Defensively the team is solid, especially among the front-line 
people, but Miller hastens to point out that doesn't mean there 
isn’t room for improvement. Designed by defensive coordinator 
Joe Collier, the Broncos use the “thirty” defense asa basic, taking 
advantage of the overall quickness of the defenders, particularly 
up front and in the four-man linebacking corps. According to 
Collier, the three-man front is best suited for the Denver defensive 
personnel—strong, relatively small, and very quick 

This unit had its finest season in 1977, holding regular season 
opponents to 148 total points, second lowest in the league, with 
12 of those being scored on returns. The Broncos also topped the 
NFL in holding opponents to 17 or fewer points per game, 
accomplishing this 13 out of 14 weeks 

Besides the impressive defensive record versus scoring, afew 
lesser known but highly important statistics that pleased the 
Denver coaches included allowing only five touchdowns rushing. 
being tagged by interference calls only three times, and suffering 
but one defensive holding penalty. The Broncos were also fourth 
in the NFL in the defensive third down efficiency category, and 
turned the ball over to the offense 28 times in enemy territory. 

Five Denver defenders—Lyle Alzado, Tom Jackson, Randy 
Gradishar, Bill Thompson and Louis Wright—were participants 
in last season's Pro Bow! 

The offense will again be under careful scrutiny as prepara- 
tions for the new season get underway. That's somewhat mislead- 
ing. though, as the offense developed a style during the team’s 
race to its first championship season of being able to score 
quickly from long distance, and being able to score consistently 
When given the ball on the plus side of the field. What the Broncos 
‘offense didn’t do was to take chances on its own side of midfield, 
or put together many sustained drives. As a result, the offensive 
statistics are confusing as Denver scored enough points to posta 
12-2 regular season record.

Denver ranked eighth in the AFC in scoring, only 25 points out 
of second place, but was 12th in total offense. The Broncos’ pass 
offense was ranked 11th in total yards but was an AFC leader in 
the all-important average-yards-per-attempt category 

The offensive line will be improved just from the fact the same 
players have a year's experience with each other. Center Mike 
Montler and tackle Andy Maurer were brand new to the team in 
‘77, while guard Paul Howard was coming back after having 
missed a year with a back injury. Craig Morton showed he is a 
winning quarterback, and the meager eight interceptions he 
allowed in regular season play were a key to the Denver ball 
control offense. The running backs are solid and the wide 
receivers, particularly veteran Haven Moses, are coming off a 
great year. All this adds up to the fact that everything points 
toward continued improvement, and Miller is looking for marked 
statistical improvement from his offense. 

The unit that really made a big difference for the Broncos last 
year was the special teams. With Jim Turner and Bucky Dilts, the 
Denver kicking and punting are in more than capable hands 
Turner goes into the season as the fifth all-time leading scorer in 
NFL history, while Dilts walked off with NFL all-rookie team 
honors. However, it was the hustle and determination on the part 
of alot of players who don't get much recognition that really made 
the difference. The kickoff and punt coverage teams were 
tremendous, and, of course, Rick Upchurchis a threat to go all the 
way every time he handles the ball 

“Above all is the attitude,” said Miller. “Not just of the players, 
but of the fans. The amazing marriage between Denver fans and 
their team, cemented by the squad's response to a tough 
schedule last year, to be not only a winner but a champion, is one 
of the great stories of last year.” 

That incredible intangible—Broncomania—will carry over 
the tremenous enthusiasm as the Denver Broncos set out in 
defense of their American Football Conference Championship 
in 1978.

Seventh Official Added To Officiating Crew, 
Instant Replay To Be Studied During Preseason 


A seventh field official, the side judge, will be added to NFL 
officiating crews beginning this season, NFL Commissioner Pete 
Rozelle announced during the league's annual meetings in Palm 
Springs, Calif., March 13-17. 

The side judge will operate on the same side of the field as the 
head linesman and will be approximately 17 yards deep. He will 
be responsible for eligible receivers on his side of the field and will 
assist in certain decisions such as out of bounds spotting. 

It was also announced that a study concerning the use of 
instant replay to aid game officials will be undertaken during the 
1978 nationally televised preseason games. The first of those 
seven games will be the annual Pro Football Hall of Fame contest, 
July 29, between Philadelphia and Miami, from Canton, Ohio. The 
six other nationally televised games have not been announced. 

Basically, here is how the instant replay study will be con- 
ducted: 

—A league representative will chart the game from a booth, 
which will be equipped with a monitor of the network telecast. 

—The representative will have his own director, soa play can be 
shown more than once to him. 

—The representative will note any replays which might have 
aided the officiating crew. He will also keep time on how long it 
takes to get a decision via instant replay. 

—He will have no communication with the actual game of- 
ficials.

AFC CHAMPIONSHIP 
Sunday, Jan. 1 at Denver 


Denver quarterback Craig Morton threw two touchdown 
passes to Haven Moses as the Broncos defeated the defending 
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NFL Champion Oakland Raiders 20-17 and moved into their 
first Super Bowl. Morton, who was drafted and spent nine-and-a- 
half years with the Cowboys, would face his former Dallas 
teammates after completing 10 of 20 passes for 224 yards 
It would be the second meeting in five weeks for these two 
teams —Dallas won 14-6 in the regular season finale as Morton 
played only the opening series due to a bruised hip. On a sunny, 
18-degree day before 74,982 Denver partisans, the Raiders 
scored on their initial possession as Errol Mann kicked a 20-yard 
field goal to climax an 18-play drive. Morton hit Moses on their 
first scoring hookup two plays later on a 74-yard touchdown 
bomb, and the Broncos were on top to stay. Denver took 
advantage of two Oakland turnovers in the second half to win its 
second game in three meetings with the Raiders during the 1977 
season, Defensive end Brison Manor recovered running back 
Clarence Davis’ fumble at the Oakland 17 and running back 
Jon Keyworth scored from the 1-yard line to increase the margin 
to 14-3 in the third quarter. Oakland quarterback Ken Stabler hit 
tight end Dave Casper on the first of two scoring passes to 
narrow the lead to 14-10 with 39 seconds elapsed in the final 
period.

COWBOYS 27, BRONCOS 10 
Sunday, Jan. 15, at New Orleans 


The Dallas Cowboys evened their Super Bow! record at 2-2 
by defeating the Denver Broncos 27-10 before a sellout crowd 
of 76,400, plus 90 million television viewers, the largest audience 
ever to watch a sporting event. Dallas converted two pass 
interceptions by safety Randy Hughes and cornerback Aaron 
Kyle into 10 points and Efren Herrera added a 35-yard field goal 
to give the Cowboys at 13-0 halftime advantage. 

The Denver offense had trouble getting untracked against 
the hard-hitting Cowboy defense. The Broncos lost three fumbles 
and were intercepted twice on their last five possessions of the 
first half. The Broncos came back momentarily at the outset of 
the third period. Craig Morton engineered a drive to the Cowboys 
30-yard line from where Jim Turner booted a 47-yard field goal 
to make the score 13-3. After an exchange of punts. Dallas wide 
receiver Butch Johnson made a spectacular diving catch in the 
end zone to complete a 45-yard pass from Roger Staubach to 
put the Cowboys ahead 20-3 

However, the momentum swung back to the Broncos as Rick 
Upchurch returned the kickoff 67 yards to the Dallas 26. On the 
second play of the series, Norris Weese relieved Craig Morton 
at quarterback. Morton, who was intercepted only eight times 
during the regular season, had thrown a Super Bowl record four 
interceptions. Weese guided the Broncos to a touchdown—a 
one-yarder by Ron Lytle—to cut the Dallas lead to 20-10 with 
5:39 left in the third quarter 

Dallas clinched the victory when running back Robert New- 
house threw a 29-yard touchdown pass to Golden Richards on 
an option play with 7:04 remaining in the game. It was the first 
pass thrown by Newhouse since the 1975 regular season. The 
Cowboys offense amassed 325 yards while the defense limited 
the Broncos to 156 in a game which saw the Cowboys control 
the ball 38:34 to Denver's 21:26. Roger Staubach completed 17 of 
25 passes for 183 yards while Harvey Martin and Randy White, 
who were named Co-MVPs, led the Cowboys defense which 
recovered four fumbles and intercepted four passes.

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MILE HIGH STADIUM 


Mile High Stadium, home of the Denver Broncos, was filled for 
every home date during the 1977 regular season as the Broncos 
led the National Football League in attendance 

Expansion of the stadium, begun in 1975, was completed for 
the 1977 season to give the Broncos the seventh largest home 
facility in the league. 

Denver voters passed a $25 million bond issue in 1974 to 
expand and improve the stadium from its capacity of 51,706 to 
75,087. The stadium held 63,532 for the 1976 season. halfway 
through the project 

Making Mile High Stadium unique, however, is its movable East 
stands. The east stands move ina single section which, when fully 
extended, is in a horseshoe configuration for football. When the 
section is retracted, the stadium is in position for baseball 

The dynamics involved in the move are fascinating. First, bear 
in mind that the east stands sections is a three-tiered structure, 
535 feet long, 135 feet tall and 200 feet deep, weighing nearly a 
million pounds. Second, the stands must be moved a distance of 
145 feet 

How is it done? The answer, says DMJM-Phillips-Reister, the 
engineering-architectural firm in charge of the project, is water. 

More than 90,000 square feet of runways serve as the operating 
surfaces over which the stands will move. Water is pumped onto 
the runways and form a .003 inch sheet upon which the stands 
rest. Hydraulic rams then push the stands forward at the rate of 
three feet per minute, making the move last somewhere around 
one hour. 

Originally called Bears Stadium, the facility was built in 1948 for 
the Denver Bears of baseball's old Western League, with long- 
range plans to utilize it for football as well. When Denver became 
a charter member of the American Football League in 1959, the 
south stands (8,100 seats) and portable east stands (9,616 seats) 
were added to give a capacity of 34,657 for football 

After Denver voters turned downa stadium bond issue to build 
an all-purpose metropolitan stadium in 1967, a non-profit group 
began a fund-raising drive with the goal of purchasing the 
stadium for the city 

In February of 1968, the group bought the stadium from Rocky 
Mountain Empire Sports for $1.8 million and presented it to the 
city of Denver. A 16,000-seat upper deck was immediately 
constructed over the worst stands, raising the capacity to over 
50,000 for the 1968 season. In December of 1968, the stadium was 
renamed Denver Mile High Stadium.
